Fearfal Scene in a Menngerie. 


[From the Manchester (England) Guu dian J 
A dreadful scene happened in Man- 
der’s menagerie, Market Square, Bol- 
ton, Thomas Maccarte being attacked 
and killed by lions as he was per- 
forming in their midst. It was the 
last evening of the exhibition, and 
Maccarte undertook to give an extra 
performance. In the cage which he 
entered were five tions, The ani- 
mals had been put through their 
leaping exercises when Maccarte no- 
ticed that one, a full-grown Asit, 
was restive, and showed his tee, 
He drew his sword and pointed ıt 
threateningly at the lons mou:h. 
His attention being thus diverted 
from the other animals, a young Afri- 
can lion crept stealthily out from the 
group and sprang towards Maccarte, 
seizing him by his right hip and 
throwing him down. iAt the eame 
time the Asiatic lion fastened: itself 
upon his head, tearing off a portion 
of hisgeslp. A scene of the wildest 
confusion ensued—women screaming 
and men running about in all direc- 
tions in search of weapons. It is 
usual in Mander’s menagerie to keep 
a number of irons continually heated 
for emergencies, but on this occasion 
they had been removed, and fresh 
irons had to be placed in the fire. 
Maccarte fought desperately with 
his sword, inflicting some fearful 
hes on the faces of both lions. 
ne of the other lions now seized the 
unfortunate man by his only. arm, 
fracturing the bones, while anothor 
tore a piece of flesh out of his tlugh. 
Maccarte retained his presenca of 
mind, and called out to the men to fire 
among the animals. Revolvers and 
rifles were accordingly procured, and 
while gome fired blank cartridges full 
in the face of the infuriated beasts, 
others probed them with heated irons, 
stabbed them with forks, and beat 
them with a ladder and iron scrapers 
Eventually a slide was introduced be- 
tween the bars of the cage, behind 
which’ Mr. Birchall, the agent, and 
John Ryan, one of the keepers, drove 
four of the lions. At the fifth lion 
more shots were fired, but i¢ was not 
antil ths heated bars were applied to 
the nose of the animal that 3t relin- 
quished its hold and ran behind the 
partition. Maccarte then staggered 
to his feet, but ere he could 
reach the door, and before the slide 
could þe- closed, the African lion 
hon again rushed out, scized the poor 
fellow again by the foot and dragged 
him back into the corner among the 
other animals Again the frightful 
struggle went on. Maccarte was 
dragged np and down the cage by the 
head and the legs three or four times, 
the floor being completely saturated 
with his blood. Some rifles loaded 
with shot were now discharged among 
the savage brutes, and with several 
irong now heated to a red glow, they 
were beaten into a corner and the 


he right arm was fractured in two |} 


places, as well as badly lacerated 
from the shoulder to the hand; the 
chest had been lacerated, and the 
bones of the pelvis had pieces bitten 
outofthem He died in fen minutes 
after his admission to the infirmary 
Deceased was thirty-three years of 
age, was anative of Cork, and was 


married.

Messrs. Heg- 
mann Broker & Co., among the largest 
German importers in the city, bought 
fifty thousand stand, it was suspected 
at the time, and we have no doubt 
correctly go, for the Prussian Govern- 
ment, Quite a number of other par- 
ties purchased frevly, and the com- 
etition raised tho price from five 
o)lars to twelve. All these guns, 
thre: hundred and fifty thousand in 
number, whether bought by Ameri- 
cans or Germans, were secured by 
Mr. Remington and sold by him to 
the French Government With 
these guns there were sold about 
thirty-three million cartridges, in-; 
cluding some new cartridges which 
were made for twenty-five or thirty 
thousand guns otherwise unsalable, 
Some fifty batteries were also sold. 
This business was done in a way per- 
fectly satisfactory to the French Gov- 
ernment, and with but the reasonable 
profit to Mr. Remington of his com- 
mission, which was at first five per 
cent, but was reduced by him to two 
and a half when he discovered the 
enormous increase in the orders sent 
to him The alleged discrepancy be- 
tween the amounts paid by the 
French Government and that, received 
by the erican is completely ex- 
plained by the difference in the dates 
included in the two supmaries; and

mines of Utah, ıt is very evident that 
you have an able and numerous corps 
of contributors throughout the Terri.

astonishment is redoubled, that no 
one of them has found his way to the 
promising district from which I write 
To partially rectify the omission, I 
have concluded to embody the result 
of my observations ina few remarks 
as to the location and advantages of 
the district, with brief reference to 
some of the principal mines “*.

It is di- 
vided into four separate camps, to- 
wit: North, Middle, West and South 
Star. The nearest Postoffice is at 
; MINERSVILLE, 

A small town on the Beaver River, 
distant 16 miles. Mineraville, under 
the genial influence of Gentile energy 
and thrift, is beginning to emerge 
from the ‘Rip Van Winkle” ‘sleep, to 
which, in common with most of the 
other towns of southern Utah, it had 
seemed, hopelessly doomed, and al- 
ready boasts of a blacksmith’s shop, 
livery stable and butcher’s shop—the 
two latter things utterly unknown in 
the past. A new and commodious 
store has recently been erected by J. 
H. Dupaix, formerly of Pioche, where 
everything pertaining to a mining 
outfit can be found at reasonable 
prices, and where is also the office of 
Wells, Fargo & Cols letter express. 
Everywhere evidences of the advent 
of a busy and prosperous population 
are to be seen. 

HOW TO REACH THE MINES 

Every day the Salt Lake and Pioche 
stages pass through Minersville, one 
from either direction, and an express 


| wagon starts for one or other of the 


camps every day, shortly after the ar- 
rival of the stages. 

Leaving Minersville, then, behind 
us, and skirting the river on its 
westerly bank for a few miles, we 
croas the valley by the finest and 
smoothest of natural roads, and strik- 
ing the range of hilla before alluded 
to at its southern extremity, soon 
reach 

SOUTH STAR, 
Where the first discoveries of miner- 
al were made. In this camp are the 
Taylor and Jupiter lodes, with shafts, 
in ore, from eighty to ome hundred 
feet in depth; the Mount Vernon, 
Maxwell, Picacho and Mars ledges, all 
in good stages of development, and 


again | showing good ore; and cropping bold- 


ly out, and traceable for a great dis- 
tance, is the Bibbins ledge, now be- 
ing worked by Capt. Wm. Pritchard, 
with good promise of success. He 
has a shaft down on the ledge seventy- 
five feet, and is pressing the work 
with all possible speed. The vein 
shows well in the bottom of the 
shaft, and the Captain has a large 
amount of ore on the dump, of a high 
grade. Leaving unnoticed for want 
of time and space, numbers of ledges 
quite as promising as those mention- 
ed above, and only needing develop- 
ment to make them equally valuable, 
we cross the sharp dividing ridge 
that separates the camps, and find

Containing some of the most promis- 
ing ledges in the entire district. 
Among them may be enumerated the

worked vigorously under the super- 
vision of D. M. Hall, Esq.,) the 
Horn Silver, with a shaft on the 
ledge fifteen feet in depth, and show- 
ing fifteen inches of ore, carrying, as 
its name indicates, considerable hora 
silver; the Elephant, the Vulture, on 
which a contract has just been let to 
sink a shaft fifty feet on the ledge; 
and many others, all showing good 
ore as far as opened. One mile and 
a half to the westward is 


WEST CAMP, 


the latest discovery, but by no means 
the least promising. Work has been 
pushed here with unabated zeal from 
its first discovery—not quite three 
months ago—as the following partial 
record will abundantly show: The 
Lookout, with shaft thirty feet deep ; 
Medusa, fifteen feet; Temperance, 
fifty feet ; Clipper, ten feet; Fora, 
twenty-five feet; and Wild Bill, fifty 
feet deep, with between eighty and 
one hundred tons of ore on the 
dumps. The ore in this camp is quite 
free, and can be easily milled without 
the intervention of roasting furnaces. 
Most of itis ot a high grade. 

Prospecting is being actively car- 
ried on here, as well as throughout 
the entire district; and frequent dis- 
coveries of great richness reward the 
numbers of hardy miners who are 
daily pitching their tents in one or 
other of the different camps. 

Returning now to middle camp, 
and following the range northward 
about three and a half miles, we come 
to the main centre of attraction, 


NORTH STAR. 


How long it can retain its supremacy 
against the extraordinary develop- 
ments now msking in South, West 
and Middle “ Star,” no one can say; 
but for the present it undoubtedly 
leads the van, and with good promise 
of maintaining its position. 

Taking items as we go, the first 
mine of any prominence that we find 
is the Midas, a large, well defined 
vein, cropping out the entire length 
of the claim, and belonging to and 
diseovered by Glassford & Co. A 
shaft has been suak on this vein 
eighteen feet, in ore all the way; and 
the pay streak, or richer portion of 
the vein, is about two and one-half 
feet wide. On the dump are upwards

of thirty tong of ore, which it is con- 
fidently believed, . will average one 
hundred and fifty dollars per ton. 
Assays have been requently obtained, 
ranging from seven hundred to one 
thousand dollars. The ore is not 
difficult to work, though doubtless 
more satisfactory results will be ob- 
tained with roasting furnaces than 
without. Parallel with the Midas, 
and of a similar character of ore, we 
find the Matilda and Washington 
ledges, both large, strong lodes, with 
little done on them, but showing an. 
abundance of ore as far as the work 
has progressed. Passing still to the 
northward, we reach the Lindsey 
mine On this ledge, a shaft fifteen 
feet in depth, and an incline of about 
twenty feet, shows a fine, unbroken 
vein about two feet anda half wide— 
carrying excellent ore—of a simlar 
character and fully equal to that of 
the Midas. Some ten tons of very 
high grade ore are piled up on the 
dump. Not far beyond the Lindsey 
is the great Shenandoah ledge—I be. 
lieve, the original discovery in 
North Star; and discovered and 
owned, like the Midas, Matilda, eto, 
by Glassford & Co. The Shenandoah, 
and all the principal mines in North 
Star runs in a northeasterly and south- 


“Sa, | westerly direction; with a very slight 


ip to the northwest, and is situated 
imthe low foothills next to the valley, 
showing itself in a cropping of im- 
mense size and for a great distance. 
In sev.ral places, by actual measure- 
ment, ibe vein is over 40 feet in 
width; and it is literally true that 
over this great area it is impsssible to 
fracture the surface of the rock with. 
out betraying the presence of mineral. 
A shaft has been sunk on the ledge 
near the centre of the croppings, be- 
tweeen 40 and 50 feet, in ore all the 
way. Ata depth of 100 feetit is the 
intention to drift across the ledge and 
find ite true width between the walls 
where wonderful developments may 
be looked for. They have a large 
amount of first-class ore on the dump 
and are rapidly adding to it. Assays 
have been obtained from this mine all 
the way from fifty to two thousand 
dollars per ton. 

Leaving the Shenandoah and oros- 
sing the shallow gulch that forms the 
main street of the embryo town to 
which I shall refer hereafter, and fol- 
lowing the mineral belt in its north- 
ward course, we are next confronted 
with the, toa miner’s eye, beautiful 


dump of the Old Hickory. Worthy | th 


of its name, it distances all com- 
petitors, and is the first object that 
attracts the attention of the bekolder 
as he enters thr camp from the valley 
below. The Old Hickory is one of 
the very first locations in North Star; 
is a large, well defined vein and crops 


rout boldly for some distance. It is 


under the energetic management of J. 
Doyle, Esq , and he is pushing work 
onthe mine with commendable zeal. 
The main shaft is now about thirty- 
five feet deep, in ore all the way, and 
atadepth of thirty feet disclosed a 
large body of very rich, decomposed, 
chloride ore, the extent of which can 
only be known by crose-drifting, as 
the hanging wall alone is now in sight. 
The ores in this mine are principally 
chlorides and bromides of silver (some 
portions closely resembling the better 
ores of Lander Hill), with a little 
galena, the latter extremely rich in 
silver. The shaft is being driven 
night and day, and since the recent 
strike, the ground being much softer, 
good progressis made. Probably not 
less than four tons of ore, worth an 
average of two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars per ton, is being raised every 
twenty-four hours, in simply siuking 
the shaft. Between eighty and ninety 
tons of such ore are now on the 
dump—certainly not a bad showing 
for a single shaft of so trifling a 
depth. 

A short distance to the southward 

of the Hickory is the Oaklaud ; and 
northward about one hundred and 
fifty feet, and running parallel with 
it, is the Harrington ledge. Beyond 
the Harrington are the Burlington, 
with a shaft some thirty feet deep, 
owned by Cooke & Co. ; the Merri- 
mac, shaft eight feet, by Glaseford & 
Co. ; the Osceola, Nos. 1, 2 and 8, 
all fine looking veins and showing 
good ore, with many others well 
worthy of notice did time and space 
rmit. 
Half a mile still farther north is 
the Rebel claim, on Rebel Hill. This

And 
truly, if abundance and richness of 
ore be any guarantee of future pro- 
perty, Shenandoah city has no insig- 
nificant fature before her. 
Wood AND WATER 

Water has hitherto been supplied 
by teams hauling from the river, at 
very low rates—but last week a 
splendid spring of water was struck 
in West Camp, which is abundantl 
able tó supply the whole district wit 
water for drinking and culinary pur- 
poses. Wood is sufficiently abundant 
for present uses, and within five 
miles exists in ineahaustable quanti-

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It is a very .emarkable thing, that 
a: company of naturalists, with Agas- 
aiz nt, thoir head, may sail into un- 
Known seas, and send home all sorts 
of surprising accounts of hitherto un- 
known fishes and reptiles, and yct no- 
body doubts their word on account of 
anything unusual or singular in the 
facts stated. It seems to bea con- 
ceded point that the varieties in the 
lower animal world are well-nigh end- 
less, its Jaws and workings little 
known, and that therefore anything is 
credible which is asserted bya man 
in the habit of making minute and 

careful observations. But for some 
reason or other when a philozophic 
inquirer proceeds to apply the same 
methods to that large class of singu- 
lar facts which are covered by the 
title of this book, and to state his re- 
sults, he is often met by scientists in 
the most unphilosophic. temper. 

‘We observe in nature, as far as we 
can follow it downward, that it is fall 
of orders of life, endowed with separ- 
ate wills, moving according to certain 
laws of their nature; and that from 
the lowest infasoria up to human be- 
ings there is an unbroken chain’ of 
living oxistence, endowed with the 
power of choice. Looking at the race 
of man, we observo similar gradations 
and variations. Now, is it not very 
anphilosophical to suppose that this 
endless series of life and motion ceases 
after we come to the human race? Is 
it not philosophical to suppose that 
as even the waters and the air teem 
with invisible creatures too fine for 
human eyesight, so above and beyond 
man in the invisible world are all 
varicties and ordors of spiritual beings 
—as great a variety as is observable 
upon the earth? 

The great body of singular and ex- 
aordi facta that we do acccive 
and believe are accepted not on our 
personal inquiry and observation but 
simply on the observation and testi- 
mony of competent witnesses. But 
in regard to the observations on spirit- 
ualism, it has often seemed as if 
i people were under the influence of a 
; Violent antipathy or unwillingness to 
have the facts established. 

The true philosopher, a3 we sup- 
pose, is ha who. is perfectly dispas. 
sonate. Heis the humble servant 
of fact. Ie cares not 2 copper 
in which direction it turns; he 
asks only the fart, and to that 
he submits, But a large clasa, 
even of the scientific, appear to re-| 
gard facts of this class as disagree. 
adler, as the Scotch say, “uncanny,” 
“eerie,” so that they approach with 
reluctance, listen with aversion, and 
oftimes condemn without the trouble 
of an inqniry One would really 
think that there was a believing ter- 
ror at the bottom of all this aversion, 
and that men were afraid they should 
find more to be trne than they de- 
sired. 

The phenomenr ot spiritualism are 
proper Subjects fur acientific research; 
but in many cases where scientists, 
by the application of the strict laws 
of inquiry, have come to the conclu 
sion that there are invisible spirits 
that act on human beings, they haye 
at once become objects of more or 
Ices suspicion and ridicule, and their 
belief in what they haye wrought out 
by strict «philosophic inquiry has 
been set down as ovidence of a cred. 
ulous fatnity.

The new Coliseum, which ia to be 
erected in Boston for the Interna- 
tional Peace Jubilee in June, has been 
designed by Mr. Francis Allen. Its 
ground plan will be a parallelogram 
822} feet in length by 4223 feet in 
width, measuring 347,566 square 
fect in arca, or a trifle less than cight 
acres; being 322 feet longer and 125 
feet wider than the Coliseum of 1869 
and containing more than double the 
area of that immense structure.

Besides the principal entrances 
named, there will be on each side 
four, and on each end two minor en- 
trances, all appropriately decorated. 
Each of these will be surmounted by 
a tower sixty-eight feet in hight. A 
“monitor,” sixteen feet high, will run 
the entire length of the roof, afford. 
ing ample ventilation. At each end 
will rise a splendid tower 216 feet 
high, while the central tower will 
reach the cnormous hight of 240 feet, 
from the summit of which will float 
the bannor of universal peace above 
the standards of all the nations of the 
earth, which will be displayed upon 
different points of the superb struc- 
ture, 

Two rows of windows will furnish 
light for the immense auditorium. 
The lower of these will be seventy 
and the upper one a hundred and 
twelve feet above the parquet floor. 

Under the corridors thero will: be 
sixteen halls, ranging in size from 80 
x140 to 100x100 feet. 

Both wood and iron will be used in 
the construction of the building The 
immense trusses will be of timber one 
foot square, cach of the cross pan 
trusses requiring no lesa than twenty- 
five thousand feet of lumber for its 
construction, es 

The seating capacity of the bnild- 
ing will be about as follows: Audience 
83,000; chorus, 20,000; orchestra, 
100; giving a total of over 100,000 
pergons gathered under one roaf,: 

The exact location of the structure 
has not been determined upon.

Washington, 4.—The New York Cus- 
tom House Investigation Congressional 
Committee met this morning and re- 
solved to ask the Senate to appropriate 
$10,000 to pay for printing the testi- 
mony. The chair caused to be read a 
letter from Attorney General Williams, 
dated Feb. 21st, addressed to Noah 
Davis, Attorney for the Southern Dis- 
trict of New York, stating that it ap- 
pears from tho testimony that certain 
persons have accepted presents, bribes 
or rewards from importers of merchan- 
dizo, The Attorney was therefore 
directed, by order of the President, to 
examine into the same, ond if such per- 
sons have acted in violation of law, take 
action in the premises, with instructions 
to prosecute them without unnecessary 
delay. Mr. Davis asked that a copy of 
ihe testimony be furnished him. The 
Secretary of the Treasury also requested 
to he furnished with information upon 
auch cases as may have come to his 
knowledge concerning smugeling, brib- 
ing, ete. Other letters were read show- 
ing fraud. The jury were ready to in- 
quire into the charges, and instructions 
Were given to the N. Y. Collector of 
Customs to furnish all the: information 
in his possession relative to smugglin 
bribery. ‘The commitice ordere 
a copy of the testimony to be furnished. 
Gen. Porter was sworn and examined. 
He was now Secietary to the President, 
and had been since his inauguration 
He testified abont Colonel Leet’s pur- 
suits before he became acquainted with 
the general order business.”

Porter said Grinnell made him an 
indiyidnal poo of fiye gallons of 
sherry which was used by the mess; 
sad he had no information that 
any others were interested with 
Leet and Stocking; he himself never 
had.any partnership with them; neyer 
asked any business for them nor did 
anything that would entitle him to 
their gratitude; they had never given 
him money or other valuable considera- 
tion. They had never had the effront- 
ery to offer it, knowing him too well to 
make such a proposition.

Senator Bayard enqwred of Porter 
whether he and Mr Catherwood dmed 
together at Willaid’s Hotel with Grin- 
nell when the peno order system was 
discussed, before Gminnell’s appomt- 
ment Porter 1ephed that he did not 
recollect, but 16 was possible Ie, how- 
eyer, remembered dining twice with 
Grinnell at Willard’s Hotel.

sire to establish permanent relation with 
foreign powers on a still broader footing, 
he hag commissioned us ambassadors 
extraordinary to all powers haying iren- 
ties with ua. To you we present our 
credentials, delivering to you personally 
the letter of our august sovereign at 
this public official audienee The ob- 
jects of the mission with which we are 
charged by our Government are some- 
what set forth therein, the desire io 
consult with your Government on all 1n- 
ternational questions directing our 
efforta to promote and develop wide 
commercial relations and draw into 


closer bonds the — stong _ fitend- 
ship already existing between 
our people 


e gladly aval ourselves of this 
happy occasion to convey personally to 
your excellency our own wishes for 
your continued prospeuty and happi 
ness, and, as national repesentatzyes, 
extend the same to all de people o 
the United States. 

The President then rephed 

Gentlemen—I am gratified that ths 
country and that my administration has 
been distingmshed in history as the 
first which has received an embassy 
from a nation with which the Umted 
States were first to establish diplomatic 
and commercial imteresurse. The ob- 
jects which you ay have grven rise to 
your mission do honor to the antell- 
gence and wisdom of your covercien and 
reflect credit on you im being chosen 
ayinstinments for cairying them into 
effect they mnst he regarded aa gone 
never to refirn, when any nation can 
ceep apart from all others and expect 
to enjoy prosperity and happiness, 
which depend more or [ess upon the 
mutual adoption af improvements, not 
only in science of government. but in 
those other sciences and arts which con- 
tribute to the dignity of mankind and 
to national wealth and power Though 
apan is one of the most ancient of 
organized communities, and the United 
States ranks among the most recent, 
we flatter ourselves that we have 
made some improvements on the politi- 
cal institutions of the nations from 
whom we are descended. Our esperi- 
ence leads us to believe that the wealth, 
the power and happiness of a people 
are advanced by their encouragement 
of trade and commercial intercourse 
with other powers, hy the clevation and 
ignity of labor , by practical adaptation 
of science to manufactntes and ats; by 
increased facilities of frequent and 
rapid communication between different 
parts of the country; by tha encourage- 
ment of emigration, which brings with 
it varied habits and diverse genius and 
industry of other lands, by a free press, 
by freedom of thought and conscience 
and liberal toleration in matters of 
xeligion, not only to citizens bnt to all 
foreignors resident among us ft will 
a pleasure to us to, enter on that 
consultation on international questions 
in which you say you ac authorized to 
engage, The improvement of commer- 
cial relations between our, respective 
countries 18 important and desuable 
and cannot fail to strengthen the bonds 
which unite us. We heartily co-operate 
in so desirable an object Your kind 
wishes for me personally, gentlemen, are 
cordially reciprocated, and I trust your 
abode with us may be agreeable to you, 
and may contribute to moie intimate 
acquaintance and intercourse betsycen 
our respective people.

Washington, 5-—-A New England 
delegation before the Ways and Means 
Commissioners yesterday presented s 
memorial and made arguments in be- 
half of 28 woolen manufacturing cor- 
porations and in the interest of New 
Egland, and come to ask for a reduc- 
tion of tax on manufactured woolen 
goods 30 per cent. ad valorem and the 
removal of all duties on wool. The 
signatures to the memorial were 
stated to 1epresent a production of 
thirteen dnd a half million dollars 
worth of woolen goods per annum. 

The Lawryites of North Carolina. 

New York, 5.—A letter from 
Seuffleton, N C , gives a fall account 
ofthe Lowry gang of outlaws and 
their depredations. Sixteen murders 
have been committed and over 300 
robberies and not 2 man lost to the 
band They live in the swamp and 
are a mongrel race, being a mixture 
of Indian, Negro and low whites The 
leader of the band can neither read 
nor write. He expresses a willingness 
to leave the State, but his gang will 
not permit it, One of the officers de- 
clares the only way to rid the State 
of them is for the Government to de- 
clare the whole country nnder martial 
law and draw a military cordon around 
it, with determined army officers to 
capture and kill the outlaws 

Mayor Hall's Trial. 

The trial of Mayor Hall is prògress- 
ing The late County Auditor was 
omthe stand and identified the war- 
rant for the payment of the Garvey 
dlaims charged in the indictment. 
Arguments continued as to the ad- 
missability of this warrant as evi- 
dence. It was finally decided that it 
could be taken as such for guidance 
ofthe Court, but not for considera- 
tion of the jury. Counsel excepted 
and Tyne’s examination continued, he 
giving details of the manner of keep- 
ing accounts of warrants and vonch 
ers. 

County Court System nt West Vir- 
ginia. 

Cincinnati, 5.—The convention at 
Charleston, West Virginia, yesterday 
adopted a system of county courta 
very similar to the system provided 
by the Constitution of 1870. Fach 
county, however, may have a court of 
the same jurisdiction as held by single 
judge or eommissioner. The report 
of the committee on corporationa con- 
tains the same provisions as the con- 
stitution of Tllinois on the aubject of 
railroads.

Bis- 
marck was informed without delay of 
this personal challenge and stepped 
into the House with large strides and 
stern countenance, Fle said he should 
be delighted to have a Catholie col- 
league in the Cabinet if he was pre- 
pared to conform to the general poli- 
ties. A man may be'a Romanist at 
heart and still be an enemy afa cer- 
tain Catholic family monarchy over 
which it presides. 

Bismarck warned the Polish mem- 
bers that no attempt had been made 
to force the Qerman language upon 
them and yat the Polish nobility and 
cleigy had done all in their power to 
prevent villagers from learning Ger- 
man and forming favorable opinions 
of the Prussian government. This 
must be changed and, if Polish gen- 
tlemen onee more complain of official 
disrespect to their mother tongue, I 
promise them T will answer their un- 
justifiable accusations by proposing 
measures calculated to promote the 
apread of the German language among 
them For the present I will only 
depose those Polish superintendents 
who have denounced the faithful 
friends of the German language.

Tae Form Waro Scicmr.—r 
melancholy case of suicide which oc- 
curred in the 5th Ward on Súnday Inst 
wears a very different aspect when 
viewed in the light of the facts that 
surround it, to that shown forth in the 
church papers. The Herald publishes 
itas acase of “temporary insanity,” 
warranted in its statement by the names 
of the three men who sat as a jury of 
inquest upon the body, This “tem- 
porary insanity” is certainly a yery con- 


* venient thing for coroners when the 


facts bearing upon the case are of an 
unpleasant character. ‘Tempor ary in- 
sanity!’ Just so. The woman had 
been sane for a long time previous, and 
it therefore must have been “tem- 
porary.” The facts, however, appear 
to have been the following: Barbara 
Gerber, the suicide, a couple of months 
ago married a Danishman (whose 
name we have not been ablé to ob- 
tain) aa his third wife, from which 
arose the “temporary insanity” 
that led to her self-destruction. 
Barbara, it appears, came to this Terri- 
tory a couple of yeara ago either from 
Switzerland or Denmark, a convert to 


“the Mormen faith, and was from reli- 


gious motives induced to become the 
third wile of a man whom she esteemed 
a saint or faithful follower of the 
patriarch Abraham. As has always 
been the case in polygamic marriages, 
it turned ont that thera were stronger 
motives on his part than those purely 
of a religious character. It soon became 
evident that the saintly polygamist had 
designs on a little money and property 
of which Barbara was the fortunate 
possessor. Report says that he sueceded 
in getting hold of a portion of her 
money, and after informing her that 
she was too old for him (she was in the 
middle of life) deserted her and went 
to his place “over Jordan’ where 
resided his other two wives. 

- Barbara appeared in great distress 
and told her troubles fo at least one 
person in the Sixth Ward but gave no 
intimation that she had any thought of 
self-destruction. On going away from 
the house of Mrs. Riser on the day of 
the deed she said she might never re- 
turn, but Mra.

Mr. FRINK’S IGLUSTRATED LECTURE.

THE ORATOR OF THE PERIOD. 


Phe ona transcendent orator in the 
legislative bodies of Kurope is Emiho 
Castelar, of Spain, who, though only 
thirty-three years of age, has won a 
distinction for eloquence that is proba- 
bly unequaled by any statesman in the 
old world or the new. Colonel John 
Hay gives the following sketch of him 
ag he was at his best one evening at the 
Cortes: ‘Whatever may be said of his 
enduring influence on legislation, it 
seems to mg there can be no difference 
of opinion. in regard to his transcend- 
ent oratorical gifts. There is some- 
thing almost superhuman in the deliv- 
ery. Heis the only man I have ever 
geen Who produces in very truth those 
astounding eflects which J haye always 
thought the inyentions of poets and the 
exaggerations of biography. Robert- 
son, speaking of Pitt's oratory, said, ‘It 
was not the forrent of Demosthenes, 
nor the splendid conflagration of 
Tully.’ This ceases to be an unmean- 
ing metaphor when you have heard 
Castelar. Never, for an instant, 15 
the wonderful current of declamation 
checked by the pauses, the hesitations, 
the dehberations that mark all Saxon 
debate An entire oration will be de- 
livered with:precisely the fluent ener 
which a veteran actor exhibits in the 
most passionate scenes, and when you 
consider that this is not conned before- 
hand, but is struck off instantly in the 
yery heat and spasm of utterance, it 
scems little short of inspiration, His 
memory is prodigious, and under per- 
fect discipline. He has the world’s 
history at his tongue’s end. No fact is 
too insignificant to be retained, nor too 
atale to do service. With his great 
pni he might command anything Irom 
the government as the price of his sup- 

ort. Buthe preseryes his austere in- 

ependence, living solely upon his lite- 
rary labor and his modest salary as Pro- 
fessor of History in the University.
